Tall and strik- 
ing looking, she attracted attention 
wherever she went for her elegant 
costumes which gave her the reputa- 
tion of being one of the best dressed 
women in the city. 

T. Mitchell Horner was better known 
to his friends as “Jack.” He is a 
Hiarvard graduate, a lover of horse- 
flesh. and a hale fellow well met, who 
had hundreds of friends.

Officials here de- 
plore what they view as an unfortunate 
and unwarranted Infraction of the 
treaty rights of the Japanese, but they 
do not fail to percelve at once the im- 
portant bearing that this incident will 
probably have upon the negotiations 
between the state department and the

Mrs, Frank Rorschach Mur- 
dered. With -Own Pistol 


FIRED TWICE AT UNKNOWN 


Suspect Negro of Deed—Bloodhounds 
Are Put on Trail, But Lose Scent. 
Woman Was Alone With 
Her Two Young Children. 


Norfolk, Va., September 10.—Mrs 
Mary ‘Lawless Rorschach, wife of 
Lieutenant Frank Rorschach, U. S. N., 
and sister of Joseph T. Lawless, former 
secretary of the commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia, was murdered in her house, No, 
832 Park avenue, Park View, Ports- 
mouth, by an unknown burglar early 
today. She was shot through the heart 
with her own pistol, taken from her 
hand by the burglar after she had fired 
twice upon him through an open door 
leading into the kitchen, where he was 
cornered. 

‘Whether the murderer was a negro or 
white man is unknown. He escaped, 
dropping the pistol as he fied from the 
house. 

Bloodhounds carried to thé house from 
the Portsmouth jail secured’ a scent. 
This was soon lost, however, and 
hounds have since been unable to pick 
up the trail. Mrs. Rorschach, whose 
fearlessness was well known, was liv- 
ing with her children, aged 7 and 5. 
Her husband, Lieutenant Rorschach, 
formerly of the United States battle- 
ship Kentucky, but more recently pro- 
moted and transferred to the United 
States cruiser Tennessee, now with Ad- 
miral Evans’ fleet off Provincetown, 
Mass., on target practice, was absent. 

The shots awakened the oldest boy, 
Frank, Jr., and the mother cried to the 
boy upstairs: “Frank, somebody has 
taken my pistol and shot me. Go 
quickly for help.” 


Found Dead by Neighbors. 

The boy rushed for help, but when 
he returned with neighbors his mother 
was dead. An effort was made to in- 
form Lieutenant Rorschach by wire- 
less of the tragedy. 

The Roschach home is immediately in 
the rear of the naval hospital woods, 
in Portsmouth, and near a lumber mill, 
to which negroes frequently pass. A 
newsboy who lives near the home saw 
a negro shortly after the tragedy run- 
ning rapidly by his home toward the 
small footbridge, whence the  blood- 
hounds went when they caught the 
scent. 

While Mrs. Rorschach had a lamp in 
her hand, the burglar was in_ the 
kitchen in the dark. phe evidently 
heard the man and fired in the direc- 
tion. Both bullets fired by the woman 
were found in the wall of the kitchen. 


Was Shot in Left Breast. 

Msr. Rorschach, with her money tied 
in a roll and hanging around her neck, 
had run downstairs by the back steps; 
she was found lying with her head on 
the second step. The pisto! had been 
placed close to her left breast over her 
night dress and discharged. It was a 
five-shooter, and only three chambers 
were empty. Of these two were fired 
by Mrs. Rorschach and one fired by the 
burglar. Her money and jewelry were 
untouched. 

The victim’s youngest child, Lawless, 
slept through the excitement. Mrs. 
Rorschach was a handsome woman, 
about 36 years old, and one of the 
most accomplished musicians in Vir- 
ginifa. 

Lieutenant Rorschach was formerly 
of Kansas, but was appointed to the 
navy from Virginfa. 

Thomas Archer, a mulatto, was ar- 
rested at his home in Portsmouth as 4 
suspect. The negro uéenied any knowl- 
edge of the crime. He was seen to enter 
his house this morning, 45 minutes after 
the murder.

Barrett, “we are looking after the boll 
weevil, the boll worm, and _ cotton 


worm, along with the other evils that) 


beset the cotton crop, but we feel that 
the New York cotton exchange as at 
present conducted is worse than any of 
the other evils mentioned. We think 
that the New York gambling’ concern 
on Wall street has cost the _ cotton 
growers millions of dollars, and we in- 
tend to save that money hereafter 
by marketing the cotton at a price 
which we think fair and honest, and 
not at the fictitious prices of a lot of 
gamblers who don’t mind fleecing the 
farmer any more than does a bunco 
steerer a greenhorn. We have  dis- 
cussed the situation fully, and have 
suggested what we believe to be a 
remedy, and that is to make the min- 
imum price of cotton I5 cents, and to 
hold the cotton unless that price is 
paid.”’ 

“The next most important work, in 
my opinion, that the national union 
did,”” said President Barrett, “was the 
opposition to the importation of foreign 
labor. We passed a resolution by a 
unanimous vote that stated unequivo- 
cally our opposition to foreign immi- 
gration, and will take active steps to 
prevent it, so far as the south and 
west are concerned. We don’t want 
such labor, and we are not going to 
have it.” 

How the Union Is Growing. 

Speaking of the growth of the Farm- 
ers’ Union, President Barrett said: 

“Our union now has 1,622,000 mem- 
bers. All the southern states are repre- 
sented, and nearly all the grain states 
of the west. Our local unions number 
nearly 30,000. In Georgia alone we 
have over |!,600 local unions, with a 
total membership of about 80,000. In 
Texas we have over 4,500 local unions. 


because he could not whip such an 
octopus single-handed. Our national) 
union not only named a minimum price 
for cotton, but for all grains and farm 
products of the south and west, and 
by unity of purpose and undivided co- 
operation we can win without any 
trouble. 

“The work in the national union was 
accomplishéd by the appointment of a 
committee of twelve, one from each 
cotton state except Texas, which had 
two committeemen. This eommittee 
was carefully appointed by myself 
after two days’ work. It formulated 
all the reports upon which action. was 
taken in regard to the price of cotton 
and grains. We also appointed a com- 
mittee of three to go to Washington, 
D. C., to take care of the farmers’ in- 
terests in national legislation. I don't 
mean to say that there will be lobby- 
ing. We simply want the comniittee to 
ascertain what our farmers need, and 
then get it for them. The committee is 
as follows: Benjamin lL. Griffin, of 
Arkansas; R. F. Duckkorth, of Geor- 
gia; Campbell Russell, of Indian Terri- 
tory. 

Action Was Unanimous. 


“Our action against foreign immigra- 
tion was unanimous. We adopted a 
resolution placing Miss Lutie Gresham, 
daughter of Newton Gresham, tha 
founder of the Farmers’ Union, and 
Miss Nellie Horton, one of the oldest 
workers, on the pay roll. The reports

One| 
of our mottoes is, ‘In Union There Is 
Strength,’ for it is our aim and pur- 
pose to eget all that is due the farmer 
by cooperation. Why, we would have 
cleaned out the New York cotton ex- 
change years ago if we had been prop- 
erly organized for the purpose. The 
farmer was helpless against this evil, 


showed that the national union and all 
the state unions were in a flovrjahine 
condition, and entirely out of debt... In 
fact. we have plenty of money on hand. 

“We are growing so rapidly that it 
is hard to say at one time exactly how, 
large we are. All this means that the 
farmers are thoroughly awake and in- 
tend to see that hereafter their inter- 
ests are not injured by speculators and 
bucket-shop manipulators.” 

President Barrett is enthused with 
the work he has in hand, as the head 
of the Farmers’. Union. He was reelect- 
ed president by a unanimous vote, and 
when his name was mentioned there 
were hundreds who arose to second his 
nomination. 

The national union will meet again in 
annual convention on the second Tues- 
day in September, 1908. The place for 
the meeting will be selected by the 
board of directors. 

Between now and the next meeting 
the farmers will be urged to carry out 
the plan of holding their cotton for the 
minimum price of 15 cents, and by 
dealing direct with the spinners over- 
throw the gigantic gambling shop in 
Wail street, which has controlled the 
cotton market speculation with ficti- 
tious values and mythical bales. As 
President Barrett said: 

“The union has a great work to do, 
and will win a glortous yictory.”

Matthew Wilson MocClaughry,. second 
son of Major Robert Wilson McClaughry, 
warden of the federal penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth, one of the greatest 
and most successful criminologists in the 
country, is in Atlanta on official business 
connected with United States prisons 
and incidentally visiting his brother, 
Charles €C. McClaughry, deputy warden 
of ‘the federal prison here located. 

The McOlaughrys, sire and sons, have 
been man hunters 
and once having landed the fugitive for 
whom they went out, they have always 
proved g00q enough guardians to keep 
within touch of their ward um! he is 
wanted. The elder McClaughry has had 
many, but always most_ responsible 
trusts, and never was a trust sent his 
way misplaced by his superior officer. 
For fourteen years, from !874 to 1888, 
Major McClaughry was warden at the 
Joliet, Ill., penitentiary. His Joliet rec- 
ord was most commendable and in 1888 
he was given the entire and complete 
management of reformitory at Hunting- 
don, Pa. That prison at that time was 
the convex point for observatton of 
criminal reformation. A home for first 
offenders under thirty years of age—not 
a juvenile home, it was. It was some- 
thing new and for that reason its man- 
agement and the results were given a 
most careful and searching watch. for 
two years Major McCMughry conducted 
the prison in a manner thoroughly and 
completely satisfactory. In {890 the 
major was made chief of police of Chi- 
cago and for three years was command- 
er-in-chief of the municipal army of the 
growing city by the lakes. So great and 
pronounced had been’ Major McClaugh- 
ry’s success with the Huntingdon refor- 
matory that Illinois tried one at Pon- 
tiac, placing the major in full an@ ab- 
solute management. At Pontiac he 
Stayed from 1893 to 1897, and then it 
was back to Joliet he went and again 
to the Leavenworth federal prison, where 
he is now stationed. 

Now that much for the sire. 

Some years ago when the department 
of justice was looking for a deputy 
warden at the federal prison here 
Charles CC, MecClaughry’s name was 
found among the eligibles. So much of 
a record as he had made was gooa. But 
he had not made so mighty much. ‘lhe 
fact however, that he was one of the 
two sons of Major McClaughry, who had 
long been identified with the govern- 
ment service counted wholly and abso- 
lutely in his favor and he was accepted 
and placed with the Atlanta prison. ‘His 
record here speaks for itself. It has 
shown conclusively that what a father 
has done a son may do—a son may do 
even better. 

And about. the time Deputy Warden 
McClaughry was being made acquainted 
with his duties Matthew Wilson Me- 
Claughry, a younger brother who had 
been working in the secret service line 
was forging to the front as a Bertillon 
expert. That French method of identifi- 
cation was new and at that time was 
being considered well nigh perfect. But 
young McClaughry saw, at least, he 
thought he saw, chances for a decided 
betterment in identification by the fin- 
ger print. With an absolute bending of 
all his energies to the lines of the 
thumb, the finger and the palm of the 
hand he made impression follow impres- 
sion until his office might have been 
taken for the home of a palmist. ‘l'ak- 
ing as a basis for his work that which 
had been done he repeated: all of it 
and added to it until now the youngest 
of the McClaughry’s is considered by 
the chiefs of the department to which he 
is attached as one of its most efficient 
and proficient men.

This 
meeting was attended by the passen- 
ger men from Alabama and‘from Geor- 
gia. Out of deference: to the visitors, 
the Alabama matters were considered 
first. A number of low rates were or- 
dered for various causes in Alabama.

Mr. Depew excuses this par- 
ticipation by the “men higher up” in 
the selection of the nation’s chief 
magistrate with the plea, “they were 
convinced in their own minds that his 
election would mean the tying up of 
business and hard times.” And furth- 
er: “They did not give up their 
money because they expected any- 
thing from the republican administra- 
tion. They did not want any favors.” 

With which ingenuous sentiment 
we assume the liberty of taking 
issue, 

Mr. Depew declares the corpora- 
tions are glad to welcome the pas- 
sage of laws prohibiting campaign 
ccntributions, but says that it wil] al- 
ways be impossible to prevent “IN- 
DIVIDUALS” from exerting similar 
activity, and reaches the climax of his 
remarkable argument, thus: 

As ‘long as there are two presi- 
dential candidates opposed to each 
other and the business men of the 
cecuntry believe that the election of 
one of them would be more detriment- 
al to business conditions than that of 
the other, they will contribute money 
ts bring about the election of the 
other man. 

“They will contribute money to 
bring about the election of the other 
man!” 

Simplicity, 
sonified! 

The “interests” are, as “individu- 
als,” quadriennally, to exercise the 
prerogative of divine right, select the 
man who appeals to their infallible 
judgment as the proper executive for 
the nation, and insure his election. 

Under this benign method of rea- 
soning, what is to prevent the same 
influences that have heretofore con- 
trolled to do the same,.thing in fu- 
ture? 

Nothing, whatever, if Mr. Depew’s 
plan is allowed to mature without let 
or hindrance. 

EVERYTHING, if the people of the 
United States appreciate the fact that 
self-government is more than an aca- 
demic definition, that laws placed on 
the statute books were enacted for 
the purpose of ef&forcement and not 
display, and that the “interests” have 
already worked enough mischief in in- 
terfering with a free expression of 
the public will. 

The voters of America understand 
the present situation and their rights 
and privileges, without the aid of a 
tutor. There is little danger that they 
will fail to apply the lessons of “an- 
cient history” to the conditions of 
today. The era of corporation domi- 
so of politics has been reached 
ivs “finale.

The Press 
very aptly remarks that good roads 
is one of the vital issues*of the day, 
one in which the’ interests of the, 
pepulation as a whole are intimately 
involved, and that the crusade is 
merely in its incipiency. 

Such wholesome sentiment is . be- 
ceming national in its scope ‘and: ap- 
plication. Residents alike of the city 
and country have discovered that the 
maintenance of good roads means the 
quickening of development visible in 
the inereased earning power of the 
individual as well as the community. 
The rural producer, the mine owner 
and the lumberman are eeeing that 
however excellent may be interstate 
cr intrastate transportation facilities, 
the initia] problem is unsolved as 
icng as the raw product is denied easy 
access to rail or water point of er- 
berkation. 

Many of the counties in middle and 
south Georgia bear evidence, through 


liberal roads improvement policy, to 
the fact that every substantial value 
listed on. the tax digest is given new 
proportions with the maintenance of 
geod roade, not to mention their be- 
neficent influence from the stand- 
points of social and educational] de- 
velopment. 

Nor are indications lacking that 
while Georgia and other: southern 
states may not be forced to dssume 
the drastic measures adopted in the 
Quaker state, awakening public senti- 
ment will force such procedure as 
will gradually ‘and symmetrically as- 
sure the same ends. 
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The South’s Advantage. 

There is sound reason in the plea 
of the Hon. John Barrett that the 
government proceed without delay to 
tre creation of an unimpeded water- 
way from the lakes to the gulf. Mr. 
Barrett’s chief argument is to the 
efiect that unless such enterprise is 
rmuaterialized simultaneously with the 
completion of the Panama canal, the 
bvsiness interests of the country will 
Icse the bulk of their commercial 
opportunities on the western coast of 
South America to such .powers as 
Germany, Japan and Great Britain. 

The industries of the section im- 
mediately contiguous to the proposed 
waterway, as well as the larger 
growth of the port of New Orleans 
would, undoubtedly, be seriously af- 
fected by failure on part of the gov- 
ernment to exercise the sense of 
foresight in the matter under discus- 
sion. To that extent, pressure should 
‘be brought to bear upon. congress 
and the states tributary to the terri- 
tory. involved, to set about the in- 
auguration of this rather pretentious 
task with a minimum of delay. 

At the same time, that portion of 
the eastern south comprisez in: the 
two Carolinas, Virginia, Georgia, Ala- 
bama and sections of Tennessee, are } 
alreagy in position to enter without 
material handicaps upon whatever of 
commercia] advantage will accrue 
with the junction of the two oceans. 

From Newport News and Hampton 
Roads to Port Tampa end Galveston, 
ports of entry and exit are abundant 
‘in number and ample in depth to ac- 
comodate the vastly increased vol- 
ume of navigation which will demand 
attention with the new regime. 

So that the manufacturing inter- 
ests of these states, already started 
on an auspicious course of develop- 
ment, will enjoy the cream of the 
opportunities afforded by trade po- 
tentialities of the west coast of South 
America, not to mention the equally 
broad fields of the Orient. 


Japan As Our Trade Rival. 

Charles A, Towne and Senator Wil- 
liam J. Stone, of Missouri, both of 
whom have just returned from the 
Orient, add their warnings to those 
which have been sounded from vari- 
ous sources from time to time to the 
effect that sooner or later the United 
States, as well as the other large 
manufacturing nations of the world, 
nust face a determined effort on the 


merce of the Far Eastern countries. 

These interviews, which appear 
simultaneously in The New York Her- 
ald, bear a remarkable resemblance 
in point of practical conclusions, al- 
theugh the logic by which the two 
gentlemen in question arrive at their 
decisions differs slightly. 

Mr. Towne, while agreeing in the 
cummonsense consensus that Japan is 
not seeking a war with the United 
States, believes that should war ulti- 
mately occur, it will grow out of com- 
mercial hostility, and says: 

The millions of Japan must have more 
room. Her manufactures must be multi- 
plied and vast markets must be secured. 
From the Japanese standpoint it is ab- 
solutely vital that she shall contro] the 
development of China and appropriate to 
the utmost possible measure hoth the 
raw materials which the enormous natu- 
ral wealth of that empire so abundantly 
Lede and the practically limitless 
market to be found in the growing wants 
of its myriads of people. To this end 
every effort will be put forth and every 
other question subordinated. 

Senator Stone declares that ani- 
mosity toward Americans, by reason 
of events at San Francisco, is ex- 
tremely pronounced in Japan, and con- 
tinues: 

The Japanese are a pretty high feel- 
ing people, and they feel they should be 
treated with the same consideration ac- 
corded persons of other powers. In fact. 
they are not inclined to take a back 
seat, and sooner or later in their lust 
for power wilt make a determined effort 
to control all Oriental commerce. 

There is nothing unnatural nor start- 
ling in the substance of these two 
opinions, nor in the similar assertions 
of which they are a reiteration.

The fact that the possibility exists 
should be incentive to America te 
enter straightway upon such a sensible 
and far-reaching campaign as shall 
give her people a tangible vantage- 
ground should the day ever arrive 
when we are brought at actual hand- 
grips with Japan in the struggle for 
trade. 

The compass of commercial su- 
premacy, at present, points its needle 
straight in the direction of the United 
States. Whether or not we improve 
our opportunities to strongly intrench 
this position—awaiting with patience 
the outcome of shifting international 
developments—must depend upon the 
efforts of our own manufacturers and 
statesmen.

Prominent Citizen of West Point 
Dies From Operation. 

West Point, Ga., September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.—Captain William L. Williams 
died this morning at 7 o’clock, after 
an illness of several weeks. Ten days 
ago a serious operation was performed 
and strong hope for his recovery was 
entertained, but his advanced age—73 
years—rendered this impossible. ¢

Colonel W. L. Peel was quoted as say- 
ing that Georgia would ‘“‘produce an im*« 
mense crop.”

“There is every prospect that Georgia 
will make at the lowest calculation 
1,750,000 bales of cotton. At the average 
price of li cents per pound, this wil! 
bring $110,000,000 to the farmers of 
Georgia, and according to all reports, the 
corn crop of the state gives excellent

ABOUT 20 POINTS 


Later Positions, However, Show 
Declines, 


September Gained Strength from 
Support by Parties Whe Stopped 
Notices Earlier in the Month 
and Absence of Fresh 
Business. 


New York, September 10.—The cotton mar- 
ket was hervous and unsettled again today 
and after @ moderate early advance sold off 
sharply in the late trading, with the exception 
of September, which olosed 88 points net 
higher, while other months were 11@18 points 
net lower. Sales for the day were estimated 
at 850,000 bales. The closing tone was steady. 
The market opened steady at unchanged 
Prices to an advance to 6 points, and during 
the middie of the morning worked up to a 
net gain of 6@@ points on the active months 
and off 88 points on September, which felt 
the effect of support from the parties who 
stopped notices earlier in the month and the 
absence of fresh business. The advance was 
due to fairly steady cable reports of low 
temperatures in the western belt, covering 
by yesterday’s sellers, and support from the 
bulls in the nearby months. But offerings 
increased in the afternoon and the market 
broke under a renewal of liquidation and 
bear pressure promoted by a more favorable 
weekly bureau report than expected, the fore- 
cast for warmer weather in the western belt, 
rumors of an easier spot situation, the weak- 
ness in Wall street and uncertainty regard- 
ing the action of the revision committee 
which meets tomorrow. The close was about 
3@5 points up from the lowest on covering.

Weekly Wenther Report. 


Washington, September 10.—Summary: The 
mean temperature was about normal over 
Tennessee and was above normal over other 
portions of the cotton region. The greatest 
excess was 5 to 7 degrees in interior of Texas. 
Showers occurred in different portions of the 
cotton region, but there was no rain at 
several stations in Texas and Louisiana. 
More than & inches fell at several stations 
in southern Alabama, and there was more 
than 1 inch in portions of Carolinas, Georgia, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas and Okla- 
homa. 

Arkansas—The two exeeedingly hot and five 
moderately warm days, the temperatures be- 
fng above. normal, during the forepart of the 
week. Very light, scattered showers occurred 
on Sunday and a general rain on Monday, 
The rainfall, while somewhat deficent, was 
beneficial. The sunshine was nearly normal. 
The weather was generally unfavorable. 

Louisiana—Scattered showers were reported 
on the 4th and 9th, the remainder of the 
week being dry and sultry. The rainfall was 
below normal, there being none in many 
localities. The mornings were cool, but the 
mean temperature was decidedly above nor- 
mal. Sunshine was excessive. 
Mississippi—Mean temperature was slightly 
above normal, but nights were generally cool, 
scattered showers occurred on three days. 
The percentage of sunshine was high. 

North Carolina—Average temperature was 
above normal. The average rainfall] was con- 
siderably above normal, but rain is needed 
in Bunk, Caldwell and Iredell counties. Sun- 
shine was ample. 

Oklahoma and Indian Territory—Clear, hot; 
hot to south to west winds on 6th and 7th, 
Last two days cloudy, much cooler.

There was general selling of 
wheat early in the day, which caused weak- 
ness during the first hour. The market was 
bearish, affected by a decline of more than a 
penny in the price of the wheat in Liverpool 
and by reports from the spring wheat country 
which seemed to indicate that little damage 
had been done by frosts. An official fore- 
cast of warmer weather throughout the north- 
west also aided the selling movement. Later 
the market rallied slightly, because of a de- 
crease of 2,068, bushels in the visible sup- 
ply, against a small increase for the corre-

HALT IN STOCKS 


Considerable Weakness, 


Fall in Price Caused Reduction in 
Dividends of Calumet and Hecla 
Stocks—No Details of Bids for 
New York City Bonds 
Given in Time. 


New York, September 10.—There were va- 
rious cross-currents in the speculation in 
stocks today, and the most obvious effect of 
the conflicting causes at work was to stim- 
ulate a considerable revival of activity. 
Prices moved more freely than for some time 
past, and the professional room traders had 
their opportunity to operate in and out of 
market on @ large scaitering. It is probable 
that the day’s dealings were made up in an 
of this class. Yester- 
day’s seeming determination to wiihstand 
from operationg until the result of the New 
York bond sale and government crop reports 
should be known was abandoned, and the 
business during the morning at the stock ex- 
change was in excess of average for a full 
day's aggregate for some days past. The 
principal development of the day, and whick 
gave predominance to the weakness of the 
copper stocks in its influence on the whole 
market, was the renewed unsettlement in 
that trade. The reduction of the quarterly 
dividend disbursement on the Calumet and 
Hecla stock from $20 to $15 was an example 
of the effects of the fall in the price of cop- 
per that was of conclusive effect on senti- 
ment, owing to the tmportant share in pro- 
duction of the lake copper enjoyed by these 
companies. There has been a disposition to 
assume that the drain tn copper has not se- 
riously impaired the earnings, however, of 
the company. This assumption was shaken 
by the Calumet and Hecla incident. The 
effect was aggravated by another downward 
plunge in the quotations of the copper in 
this and the London marxet, and by another 
fractional reduction in the price propounded 
at the local metal exchange. The general list 
was inclined to disregard the full effect of 
the copper weakness for a time and di not, 
at any time, share fully in the weakness of 
the group. The acute depression in the Hill 
group owed something to the report that the 
interstate commerce commission inquiry into 
the legality of the close relations between the 
railroads in that group was to be revived 
and actively pushed. The’ fact that consid- 
erable profits had accounted to speculation 
long of the market at the low levels reached 
last month, increased the necessity’ to 
sel], with the evidence of instability in the 
market. No details of the bids for the New 
York olty bond issue in tabulated form were 
available in Wall street an time for the con- 
sideration of the stock market, but enough 
was known of the terms of the principal 
bids to make it evident that the total issue 
would be taken at a premium fairly corre- 
sponding to the quotations estabiished for the 
bonds when issued in the curb market. This 
also no more than confirmed the previous 
favorable influence and failed to _ restore 
strength to the market, closing prices being 
at about the lowest of«the day. The unprece- 
dented number of bidders for the New York 
city bonds was not without its impressive 
effect, as offset by the stirring of investment 
interests in the ranges of capital. The fail- 
ure of a minor stock exchange firm was 
without significance.

SCHOOLS GET 


Year Amounts to Nearly 
$1,500.000. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 
(Special.)—The increased appropriation 
to the public schools for next year over 
the one that has just ended will be 
about $385,000. Of this amount $85,000 
Twill come from increased-valuations on 
the old tax and the other represents 
the increased appropriation made by 


capita on a total population of school 
age of 700,000 to over $2.05, maybe to 
$2.10. The old per capita was $1.56 and 
the new money will amount to about 
52 cents, making $2.08 as a low point. 

On the other hand, the average at- 
tendance in the schools of the state is 
about 275,000, which would make the 
actual per capita not far from $6. This 
will give, with the other funds coming 
to the cause, such as the poll tax and 
the private subscriptions, money to 
carry the schools much longer than 
they have ever been run in the state. 
Superintendent Harry c Gunnells 
takes it that the year coming will be 
one of the greatest in school affairs in 
the history of the commonwealth. He 
is very busy making up the county 
lists, and will have the figures all 
ready by the Ist of October, at which 
time he will have’to certify the fig- 
ures to the auditor. He has not made 
up the totals as yet, but the entire 
amount will be about a million and a 
half dollars. . 

Distribution Question Arises., 

The question of whether or not the 
State school fund will be distributed 
to the various and separate school 
districts, as has been the case in the 
past, or to the county superintendents, 
and by the county boards of education 
to the schools in all the county terri- 
tory is now agitating State Superin- 
tendent Harry C. Gunnells and Attor- 
ney. General Garber. Heretofore it has 
been the practice to send direct to the 
districts, basing the amount on the 
number. of children..in the district in 
question, Lately, however, it has be- 
come a question whether or not this 
is correct, and to get at the sight of 
the matter Mr. Gunnells has asked 
Mr. Garber to. rule on it.
